The correspondence between Mr- Canning and 
Mr. Erskine laid before the House of Lords of 
Great Britain, and printed by their order, cun- 
tains four letters fram Mr. Evskine which do not 
appear to have been published in any English 
or American newspaper. ‘They are now puby 
lished from a printed copy lately put into our 
hands, allthe other papers contained m thar col- 
tection having already appeared in the papers.

DispatcR Jrom the Honorab'e David Erskine to 
Me, Seeretary Canning, dated Washington, 3d 
December, 1898. 

Sra, 

The government and Congress have been 
quite at a loss how to act in the present extraor- 
dinary and embarrassing sitwation of their public 
affairs, and they have not yet determined upon 
the measures which they meamto pursue ; but I 
think that f mav venture to assure you that the 
course of condutt recommended by the com- 
mittee of the House of RMepresentatives, to 
which was referred the Documents mentioned in 
the President’s Message to Congress, will, in 
sebstance, at beast. be adopted for the present, 
with certain amendments, so as to giwe some 
time previous to its going into operation. 

ft is not, however, denied by those even who 
have iatroduecd this measure that jt is only of a 
temporary nature, and that the United States 
may be driven to adopt a more decided course 
of conduct against the belligerents before the 
present Congress closes, or at arfy rate s on ‘at- 
ter the meeting of the new Legislature, in con- 
sequence of the feelings and sentiments of the 
Fastern division of the United States, which bas 
almost universally expressed a disappfobation 
of the continuance of the Embargo, and Nas*be- 
mun to shew symptoms of a determination not to 
endure it much longer. 

The government and party in power unequi- 
vocally express their resolution not to remove 
the Embargo, execpt by swhstituting war mea- 
sures against both belligerents, unless either or 
both should relax their restrictions upon neutral 
commerce. 

Unon this subject some important commun. - 
eatians have been made to ne by Mr. Madison, 
aml several of the members of this government, 
which T will accordingly lay before you, as I con- 
fideatly believe they were delivered from an un- 
feigned desire that they might produce the ef- 
feet of leading if possible to some adjustment of 
their differences with Great Britain, sa as to en- 
able the government and the nation to extricate 
themselves from the present very distressing di- 
lemma in which they are involved 

Mr. Madisom expressed his firm conviction 
that when the documents referred to ia the Pree 
ident’s Message should be seen by his majesty’s 
government, snd the correspondences between 
their minister in France with the French mints- 
ter respeeting the decrees of Berlin and Milan, 
should be deliberately considered; particularly 
the strong remonstrance of Mr. Armstrong 4o 
the French government of the 12th Nov. 1897, 
that it would be acknowledged that the United 
States had exerted all the efforts which remon- 
strances could have been supposed to be capable 
of producing, and that in faiture of any effect 
from them, iv pursuading the French govern- 
ment to withdraw their unjust restrictions upon 
neutral commerce, reconrse might have been 
had by the United States to measures of morc 
activity and decision against France ; but that 
m the mean tine Great Britain had issued her 
Orders in Council, before it was known whether 
the United Statcs would acquiesce in the aggres- 
sions of France, and thereby rendered it impas- 
sible to distinguish between the conduct of the 
two belligerents, who had equally committed 
ageressions against the United States. 

He went also into all the arguments upon that 
subject which are detailed in his corresponden- 
ces-with the American ministers in London and 
Paris, as published in the documents referred to 
in the President’s Message, but which T do not 
now repeat, as my object is merely to inform 
you of the result of his observations, which was, 
that as the world must be convinced that Amer- 
ica hackiw vain taken all the means int her power 
te obtain- from Great Britain. and. Franee a just 
attention to her rights as a neutral power, by re- 
presentations and remonstrances, that she wou!d 
be fully justified in having recourse to hostili- 
ties witle either belligcrent, and that .she only 
hesitated to do So, fram the difficulty of eon- 
tending. with both ; but that sie wust be driven 
even to endeavour te maintain bert rights against 
the two greatest powers inthe world, unless ¢i- 
ther of them should relax their restrictions upon 
neutral commeree, iw Which ease the . states 
would at onee side with that power against the 
other which might continue its ageressions. 

Mr. Madison observed to me that it must be 
evident that the United States wouldenter upen 
measures of hostility with great reluctance, as 
he acknowledged that they are not at all prepar- 
ed for war, much less with a power so irresisti- 
bly strong as Great Britain, and that nothing 
would be thought to be'too great a sacrifice to 
the preservation of peace, except their Indepen- 
denee and their honor. He said that he did not 
believe that any Americans would be found wil- 
ling to submit to (what he termed) the en- 
croachments upon the fiberty of the rights of the 
United States by the beHigerents, and therefare 
the alternatives were Embargo or War. He 
confessed that the people of this country were 
beginning to think the former alternative too 
passive, and would perhaps soon prefer the lat- 
ter as even less injurious:'to the interests and 
More congenial with the spirit of a free people. 

He declared to me that every opinion which 
he entertained respecting the best interests of 

his country led him to wish that a good under- 
standing should take place between Great Bri- 
tam and the United States, and that he thought 
that the obvious advantages whieh would there- 


by result’ to both countries were a sufficicat | 


pledge of the sincerity of his sentiments. 

The reasons which induce ne to believe that 
the views and determin;'ions of this guvern- 
ment, as described to. m. by Mr. Madison, are 
their real sentiments, and that they will pursue 
that course of conduct which they have marked 
out, atise from a mature consideration of the 
actual state of the afiairs of this country, the 
particular situation of the government and ra- 
ling party, and from certain private but impor-

Mr. Gallatus remarked to me, that the reso- 
lutions which were proposed by the cemanittce 
of Foreign Relations in their report to the House 
of Representatives, and which had already pas- 
sed in the cammittee of the whole House, and 
would perhaps soon pass into a law, secimed to 
him te remove two very impertartt grounds of 
difference with Great Britain, viz. the non-jm- 
portation act, as applicable to her alone, and the 
Presicent’s proelamation, whereby the ships of 
Great Britain were excluded from the ports of 
the Wnited States; while those of France were 
permitied to enter, but now, by the non-inter- 
course law both powers were placed on the 
same footing ; he did not pretend to say that 
this measure bad becn taken from.any motives 
of concession to Great Britain; but as im fact 
those consequences tottowed, he conceived thev 
might be considered as removing die two great 
obstacles to a conciliation. ‘This he wished 
might be the ease, us he intimated to me that 
sach steps were about to he takem by Conzress 
upon another very important subject of the dif: 
ferences between the two countrics, as might 
have a farther ctleet in leading to a favorable 
adjustment of them. He informed me, that a 
law was about to be proposed to Congress, and 
which he believed would pass, to interdict all

Mr. Giles, the Senator, in his: speecli, who is 
high in the confidence of the government, and, 
it is said, is to be Mr. Madison’s Secretary of 
State.

of checking a free trade with Great Britain have 
been erroneous and highly mjurious to the in-- 
terests of America ; he informed me, distinetly, 
that he had always entertained that opiuien, and 
that he had uniformly endeavored to persuade 
the President to place the conduct of G. Britain 
and Prance towards the United 8 ates in a fair 
light betore the public: He sccmec to check

For the Balance. 

A correspondent remarks that, however 
may feel disposed to respect the 
opinions of the learned President of the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, touching the “ Canada 
Thistle,” he still regards this plant in too un- 
fvorable a point of view, to see its progress 
southward permitted, without an effort to 
resist it, Our Correspondent very justly 
remarks, that, although the plant had been 
fund to enrich the soil, a position he does not 
question the correctness of, yet he queries 
whether the soil would not have been equally 
renewed, by remaining the same length of time, 
-yithout that plant; as “‘ every one Knows that 
the mere possession, ot the Canada Thistle, gives 
undisputed right of soil for many years at least, 
to the exclusion of every other plant.” And, if, 
he remarks, the plant be a migrant from the 
thin mold soil of Vermont, underlaid by a deep 
stratum of hard-pan, is it certain that, once pos- 
sessed of a deep, rich, light soil, it would be e- 
qually inclined to hold its southern migratary 
course, and leave at-ull a congenial aoil ? He con- 
cludes by observing that, he too, has hada long 
and sore-footed acquaintance with the Canada 
Thistle, having often seen it growing on rich 
spots, to the height of 3, 5, and 6 feet, and So 
thick that not a spear of any other vegetadic 
could find nourishment, nor any animal larger 
than avery small kitten, pass between the stalks ; 
and that he has often seen the roots extend, 
laterally, 50 and even 70 feet from the stein, and 
has seen them dug up, in a sand soil, 5, 8, and 
even 12 feet deep! And for the correctness of 
these remarks, he appeals to every observing 
farmer acquainted with the Canada Thistle. 

Luckily, be adds, but few of this plant are 
vet to be seen in the yicinity of Albany. But, 
the curious may satisfy themselves ofits growth 
and qualities, by inspection, on the E. shore of 
Hudson river, about 2 miles below Rockwell’s, 
at Greenbush, where a small patch” has lately 
located itself, as if to afford a rare exhibition. 
The plant is now in blessom, and the economy 
of the winged-seeds may be seen to resemble 
those of the common large Thistle of our fields, 
a much less dangerous enemy,

Attempt to Assassinate His R. 1. the Duke of Cum- 
berland—[ the 5th son of the King.) 

A valet of his royal highness, named Joseph 
Seillis, an Italian, who was a confidential servant, 
and had lived 12 or 14 vears with the Duke, con- 
cealed himself in a closet in his bed room at St. 
James's Palace, on the night of the 30th of May, 
fr the purpose of assassinating him.

E it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen an? 

Commonalty of the city of Albany, in Com- 
muon Council convened, Thar all buildings what- 
svever in this city, occupied as dwellings, gro- 
ceries, munufactories or work shops, and not 
included in either of the several Inws already 
passed relative to fires, shall be provided with 
fire-buckets in the proportions following, viz. 
Buildings of one story, with one fire-place or
